additional department ahould make the whole
institution available for at least double the
amount of good which has been possibie in ghe
past. The “delinguent” need not become a
“ioriminal” by exposure to a contaminating
example. The ‘‘eriminal” will have less en-
couragement to Inculeate his immoralities, and
an incentive to amendment will be always be-
fore him, in the opportunity he will have
to in the larger privileges and the nearer
freedom which the higher grades will enjoy.
We believe that the closer the “clasa of honor”
18 allowed to approach personal liberty (under
such judiclous oversight as every ‘mrem. or
guardian should exerciae over his child) and to
enjoy the privilege of going beyond the walls of
the Reluge, either for proper visiting or proper
werk, the more will the higher sentiments of
the youth be stimulated and encouraged, and a
reform which 18 truly founded wpon moral
growth, and which will be of a more seli-
sustaining character, be effected. Althongh
the first sound the “committed” ehild
hears In a Refuge Is * this place is
not & prison," the echo of that voice
is returtied in the click of the key to every door
in the establishment—the play-room, the school-
room, the eating-room, and the sleeplng-room;
repeated, as (o the last, by the double lock.
Proctically, therefore, it I a prison to him; and
although the domestic management may be
parental, and the educational discipline such as
we accept for our own children, the ublquitons
key and the impassable wall are equally barriers
to a sense of the possession of personal trust and
confidence, a8 they are to egress from the unat-
tractive premises, Just so far, therefore, as this
clags of offenders can be trusted (and we think
that “‘reformatory influences” ean and should be
made effectunl to ereate a gpirit of docility and
obedience), we think that care should be taken
to manifest confidence by the bLestowal of such
privileges as will prove to the restrained spirit
that the road to personal freedom is becoming
more and more open for euch as deserve to
pass over it. Comstrained obedlence is no
proof of moral amendment: and the prac-
tice of good principles, as well as falth in
their possession, is, as a general rule, advanced
in the ratio that they help to realize the happi-
ness and fulfil the wishes of thelr possessors.

It would seem diflicult to conduct the **family”
system in the Refuges of at least the great cities,
and it s not our purpose to discuss now this
subject, either on this ground, or on the ground
of comparison with that which obtains In such
extensive communities as our own. The merit
of judicious classification 18 not, in either sys-
tem, open to dispute. :

PENNSYLVANIA INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF
AND DUMB.

This institution is situated at the northwest
corner of Pine and Broad strects, in the citv of
Phlladelphia. It is owned and controlied by a
corporate association, Its direction consists of
a President, Vice-President, Treasurer, Secre-
tary, and twenty-four directors. The act of in-
corporation bears date of February 8, 1821, and
makes provision also for the education of the
indigent pupils of the Commonwealth for a term
not exceeding three years, at the rate of $160
each. The present law limits the age at which
the beneficiaries may be admitted to the period
between ten and twenty years, and the term of
tuition to six years.

The appropriation per pupil in 18060 was $250,
which was reduced in 1870 to #2235, but the
managers represent that the cost has exceeded
both these appropriations, respeciively, and
claim from the Btate reimbursement for the
reason that appropriations are not made to the
institution, but for the education and mainte-
nance of the Commonwealth's wards, and that
no money i8 drawn from the public treasue
except for the State pupils actually in the insti-
tution.

It is interesting to note that of 47D cases of
deainess, not congenital, received into the insti-
tution, 55 per cent. were attributed to scarlet
fever; and of 522 cases, not congenical, or under
the head of “infapcy,” U5°78 [ per cent. occurred
under the age of seven years, The
first ‘*fasylum for the aeaf and dumb"
in this country Wi the “Ameri-
can Asylum,” at Hartford, Cobpoectlont, whioh
owes its existence to Gallaudet, famous for his

kind, and is greatly to be deplored.

#85 to 845, according to the type, it will be
evident how difficult It ls for these schools,
which are barely sustained in any place, Lo pou-
ecss themeelves ol the eflicient means of instrue-
tion which the ralsed-lotter books turnish.

The blind ulation of the Common wealth
18 lug]med to be nearly 1600, This estimate ls
based upon their enumeration in the census of
1800, which made the ratio of 1 In 2048, The
8tante supports only 110 pupils, and these, with
the beneficlaries from other sources, crowd the
institution unduly. Applications for admission
are from necessity continually rejected, and to
such an extent a8 to cause greal discourage-
ments. The board is satisfled that the institu-
tion should be removed to the mear country,
where these people may enjoy the healthfulness
of a purer atmosphere, and where larger oppor
tunities for indnstrial pursuits may be secured:
and we hope, also, that In effecting this change
a liberal view may be extended towards the
future, and ample provizlon made
for an _ iocreased pumber of admis-
sions, It should be borne In mind
algo, In this connection, that the slowness which
marks the acquirements of the blind in eve
specics of handicraft, and the extreme sensi-
tiveness of their natyre, which exposes them to
unusual suffering under bhardship snd depriva-
tion, render it expedient, as well as humane,
that some arrangement shonld be mads to pro-
vide employment for the destitute blind
after they have completed their course in the
institution. and to sepplement what they have
learned there with such further knowledges and
ekilfulness as will incrense their chemces
of supporting themselves without the
helpof charity. There exists, in connection with
this maylum, a home for the “ladustrial
Blind,"” the inmates of which are ocenpied ina
variety of industrial porsuits, and some of
whom teach in the institution, where they alse
board. They all receive compensation for their
services, and pay a moderabte snm for their sub-
gletence. The State has never contributed
towards the support of this Home.

By the laws of New York, in relation to its
eupport of State puplls of this elass, the chil-
dren of those whe died in the military service
of the United States during the Rebellion have
a preference In the order of admission, and
eack county is entitled to admission for
its indigent blind in the proportion which the
whole number of this population bears to the
blind population of the State. There are 67
blind persons in the'slmshouses of Pennsylva-
nin.

PHNNSTLVANIA TRAINGSG SCHOOL FOH FEELLE-
MINDED CHILDREN,

This imsiitntion was incorporated’ April 7,

1865, The Legislature. at the same time, made
provision for the admission of twenty State
pupils, ad $200 each, wnd for the term of five
Yeszrs. The term has been increasedto seven
years, and the nprropri:,tiou hns been sdvanced
to. 4850, and provision made for the training and
maiatenance of one hundred children, to be ap-
Eorll.‘;oned te the represeatative districts-of the
Stale:
Theo school was o1 igineily established at Ger-
mantown, and was conducted there uniii Sep-
tember 1, 1869, wher the family was removed
to the new buildings erected expressly {or this
purpoce near Media, 1 n Dechaware county.

Its present situation: is om & fine elevation, one
mile eonthwest from Medks, in the midst of a
farm of about eighiy- nine acres,; and is ¢l that
can be desired for suchi an ssylum. At the time
of our vieit there were precent one hundred and
eighty-seven imbecile ;persoms; of whom eighty-
five were State puplls.

Idiots and imbeciles are held to be such from
the imperfeet physical orgemization of the race,
or tkey are such from Eufamlle disease or other
ccidental cause. The v are legitimate ohiects
or the same public provision and Christian
charity whieh, in civitized countries, are ac-
corded to the izsane in every community. They
are always repulsive, and sometimes dangerous
and contaminating.

April 15, 1517, with seven puplis, and became .
at length the schosl for deafl mutes in all New |
Epgland, On the same day that the Hartford |
asylum was opened the New York Institution
for the Deaf and Dumb was incorporated. The
pumber of pupils in the latter, in last October, |
when visited by a member of oar board, was |
530, The legislation of other States, with re
spect to this class of beneficiaries, is not so rigid
a8 that ot onr own, which we Lhiqk really might
be relaxed with advantage. The deaf mute
is admitted to be equally capable, with other
children, of mental development and
improvement, and under the  re-
ceived idea that these classes of the Com-
monwealth’s wards should, as regards education,
be placed on an equality with other children,
they should have the opportunity of enjoying
the advantages of the institution, when it might
be productive of the best results. Thera are
cases under 10 yeers of , snd over :.Obwhere
the capacity and the n are indisputa 1a,hhut
for which, under the present legisiation, there
is no relief, In other States the law is flexible
in another aspect. Pupils are received for a
given term; and if, in the judgment of the di-
rectors of the institution, the term of Instruction
should be prolonged two or three years, in in-
dividual cases, they are empowered to extend it.
This secms to be a very judicious regulation.

THE PENNSYLVANIA INSTITUTION FOR THE IN-
STRUGTION OF THE BLIND.

The location of this institution Is in the city
of Philadelphia, It is a private corporation,
governed by twenty-three managers, elected
anpually by the corporalors. They meet montlly
for dellﬁenuon and actlon on the general inte-
rests of the institution. 8peclal dutles, however,
are assigned (o six committees, to whom the
principal is required te report in writing con-
cerning the condition and progress o the

upils, and the financial and otner affairs of the
fmmutlon. The very precise and careful method
of inspection and lnvusliﬁnuuu pursued here, is
worlhy of high praise, an furnlshes an example
that should be f::llowed universally.

The act of Incorporation bears date January
97, 1834, although an organization had occarred
a vear before the charter was obtalued, a house
rented and puplls received for instruction. The
first grant by the Legislature, which was contem-

raneous with the act of incorporation, al-

owed #1600 a year for each Indigent pupll ol the
State, and limited the term of instruc-
tion w three years. The per
capita allowances have been Increased
in successive years, and reached the sum ol
#300 in 1809, but were reduced last year Lo $375,

ment and simple Industry for those
1o old or unsuited for such
training, and the unmistakable evidenses of
kindness and sympathy which exist among
alflicted ones and their care-takers, are strong

| proofs that this class is best eared for imsuch

institutious as this.

In England four large asylums, wilh, their
altendant schools and muasia, are is mest
successful operation. ‘The largest of these, at
Earlswood, twenty miles from Londes, is in
{Lhe midat of 1« domain of 350 acres, aceommo-
dating a¢ this time four hundred andseventy
inmates, with additions aearly completed that
will imcrease Its capuciz&y o eight buandred.
There are numerons smgsler establishments in,
various parts of Great Lritain, and mo publie
charity elicits a warmey support or higher ag.
preciation.

In our own country the Legislaturce. of sevsn
leading Btates have vecognized the justice of
providing for this class by the erection, in
whole or part, of suitable buildings, and appro-
priating appually means for the supportob cer-
tain numbers of imdigent cases. Other Blates
have made a simiar recogmition. by seading
their imbecile chlldren to adjacent States where
institutions exist. )

But the work here is comparatively new,
dating back less than twenty-five years. Awme-
rican superintendents and teachers are largely
dependent upon their own obsefvalion and iact
{or its development. They have encountered
many difliculties, but it is believed that the suc-
cess of their labors has met the reasonable ex-
pectations of the friends of this charitable
enterprise. Our statlstiea of Idlocy and
of the improvemont under culture
and (raining sgree, In most respects, with
those of Epgland., Our own State Institution
reporis the necessity of a considerate guardian-
ship over those who shall be gent out from it as
sell-supporting, there remaining, in the case of
almost all who have enjoved 1ts benefits, shat
lack of judgment and forecast whieh makos the
best use of the present, and anticipate and pro-
vide for the needs of the future. With such
guatdianship secuored, in some lustauces, wiih
families who have adopted these children after
five or seven vears resldence in the Institution,
80 ont of 500 Individuals have been made eapa-
ble of earning their own support in domestic
service; of the remainder, 140 are 100 uncertain
for a real dependence, and yet might be rated as
eapable of earning a hall snpport; 113 perform
very little service of an appreciable value, and
162 are hopelessly and totally dependent.

SOLDIERS" ORPUANS EOHOOLS,

Wisdem and humanity were bapplly blended
in the conception and creation of this uoble

which was inadequate for the service rendered.
The present term of [nstructlon s elght years.
New Jersey and Delaware, which send thelr
beneficiaries Lo this asylum, restrict the time Lo
five years, unless the Governors thiuk It judi-
clous Lo prolong the term, In ludividaal cases,
which they are authorlzed to do to the extens of
three yvears additiopal,

There were io the jnstitutl ¢ the time of
our visit, 1756 puplls, males females, ol
whom 120 were fron JPennsylvania., ‘The whos
fomily numbered 202 persons, which was wmore
the accommodations eould properly
provide for, anpd reduced, necessarily. the
class-rooms. The whole sumber of paplis, De-
cember 1, 1§70, was 181—males 101, famales 80
—0f whom 140 were from Peunsylvanie. The
list of studles extends to the higher brancles of
an English edocation.

institution: a charity which bhas a strong hold
upou the publie heart, and which has
| been sustained by the Legislature from
its inception with unstinted munid-
| eence. Our so-called benevolemce towards
these wards of \he State might well have beean
dictated by the most politic cousideration of her
| own Interests, for there can be pothlog plainer
to the minds of those who have observed the
fufluences of these schools wol ouly upor the
bodily and mental development of their o mates,
but. fn most cases, upon their moral develop-
ment and beart cultivation, than that their
| inmates nre to become strong and infuential
gources from which the Commonwealth wiil
draw o wealth of respectability and power,
which will repay her a bundredfold for what she
| bas expended in prepariog them for the duky of
advancing ber best Interests.

COUNTY ALMSHOUEES,

The General Agent has visited almost all the
almeboures in the State; and has, in many in-
glances, been accompanied by one of the com-
migsloners. His report will pifvve his Impression
of them Individually; and will expose, to some
extent, their deficlencies. He has reserved a
more full and comprehensive exposaition until
all bave been visited, for which the law allows
two years.

The board desire to call attention to some of
their obvious defeets, frequently involving not
only deprivation of health and comfort, but con-
tamination of the morals of the inmates.

More especially do we wish to denounce the
cruel wronge which the insane suffer who are
inmates of almshouses. These institutions are
generally wholly unsuitable for their care or
oven detention; or, if suitable, are presided
over by persons who are entirely jgnorant of
the neede of thiw clnss of the sick and infirm,
and whose administration is based upon the
crudest idens of mental diseass: it ia limlited to
the discovery of the most available methods of
preventing them from harming anything or any
perton but themselves. We conld instauce the
most glaring abuses: not, as we belleve, inten-
tionally Inflicted. but the results of incapacity
and jgnorance. The time has gome by when a
disturbed imagination or a disordered Intellect
sbould be held to have converted its buman vie-
tim into a distempered brule; whose home
shonld be akin to the sty or the stable;
and whose lightest restrajnt shon!d be perpetual
incarserntion within the limits of o cell. These
wrongs demaad prompi redress. No hospital
for the insane should remain without the coun-
slant fopervision of a medical superintendent.
The stewards o! almshouszes are never eclectod
from any consideration of the needsof the
inrane,

We wonld recoramend shat no recens case of
insanity be reccived Inso an aslmshouvee; that
all curable cases be provided for in
Stnte hoepials for the insane, and thot these
institutions be adequsately extended. With re-
spect to Lhe township poor, we need to-make
forther Investigation. We know that the sys-
tem §8 not approved by many excellent men in
the districts where it prevails; and we- have
observed instomces of insuflieient provision for
this class. We do not doubt that their comfort,
as & general mule, wornld be promoted by the
adeption by these distrkets ot the county poor-
house, .

COUNTY FAILS,
These institndions have been but pariially

them at length. As there sre well-planned and
well-eonducted poor-honges, se are there indls,

But many of therr aredeficient in the snmne par-
ticnlars which we have noticed In almshouses —
in ventilation, light, heas, water, convenlences
for comfort and cleanliness.

There is also, iz many of them, a great de-
ficienoy of workx for the prisoners. In some
there §s an entire abseneca of employment, in
which cases we have obssrved n promicowcas
intercourse of the sexes derlog the day, end of
the untried with the convicted, no keeper re-
maining within the- precinets of the jail. We
believe that the cultivation of industrious
habita; the certainty of steady, continnoug,- soif-
supporting labor, rre-essentisl to a trne reform.
It is craved by the prisoner who desires emend-
ment, and should be u boon. toall, as it would
gurel» prove a bleasing. In this conmcelion,
aleo, we would recommend more atiention to
the saeunlar and religious instruction of the pri-
soners. We mneed bordly sugeest thet tisa
gross-abuse to sublect ths untried prisomer to
intereourse with the felon, or 1o regard him or
tread him as a coavict vatid be bs pronounced
guilty by a court of justius.

The hospital wow bunilding at Deoville will
hardly, when completed and occupied, find this
number leseened, The peeuliar aflictions of
this claes of the Btate’s wards have elicited sub-
stantial expressions of syvmpathy from past
Legielatures, and the pguanls made in their
bebalf are as just and honorable as they have
been liberal. They are also wise and states-
muvilke. We do not hesitale to recommend
furthes provision of the same eharacter. When
we contrast the condision of the patients of
these bospitals, cared for by expert allenists,
sud provided with every ap ce for comfort,
classification and sclcntific trestment, with that
of the inmates of almshouses, for the most
part caged in cells, lndiscriminately associsted
or wholly peglected, bumanity and economy
combine to determine owr concluslons on this
subject.

The policy which the Siate has pursued of
eslablishing insane hospitals of moderute capa-
city upon fertde Iarms with attractive surround-
ings, central as L0 pepulation, and convenlient
as to rallrosd travel and supplies for malnte-
napce, meets with general approval .

We recommended last year to the Legislature
the propriety of establishing an additional hos-
pital for the Iugane for the accommodation ol
the noribwestern portion of the Btate, and, after
the lapse of a year we perceive stronger reasons
for expressing the sume opinlon,

GENERAL REMARKS,

ol our existence as a board, to acquire accurate
Informstion coneerving the institutions in this
Blate which have come legitimately under our
urview, and, Lo some extent, concernlng
Llndred eslablishments elsewhere. The Becre-
tary and General Agent bas, on his official
errand, travelled over 11 000 miles within the
bounds of this Commonwealth, and has, in the
ardor of his pursuit nod in bis fidelity to the
belesta of the law, almost forgotten that he had
a fumily and a hoine,

A member of the board has travelled necarly
8000 mlles on the same errand; has devoled (o
the work sixty-six whole days, taken from
private pursuits of an absorbing nature, and has
made 110 visits to lustitutions or meetings
ef the board. Indeed, it would seem that no
private interest has been allowed to Interfere
with the fulfilment of his duty in this mutter by
apy member of the commisslon,

There nre demands upon the board, nnder the
law, of a more abetruse and complex nature
than those we have referred to; but In the words
of the able Commission of BState Chari-
gies in  Massachusetts, o thelr sixth
anpual report, ‘‘To show how the in-
dustrial and material interests of the
commonwealth are affegted by the existence ol

auperism, Insaully, dliease, and crime 8 an
mmenie task.” And “this roport will be cou-
fined to these matlers more directly concerning
charity, reform, and correctlon.” It s poesille
that o Luresn, charged with the prosecusion of
the work now committed to u board of “uspald
shilanthropists,” might gather an  areav of
